For Education 


_ Augusta, Ga., October 12.—The 
Presbyterian synod today pledged it- 
self to the task of prosecuting a calm- 
paign for the purpose of securing $1,- 
VUU,000 for its educational interests 
and the synod’s executive committee 
vu education, together with the 
moderatot, was direeted to confer 
with the assembly’s executive com- 
mittee on education and ministerial 
relief, with the view of defining the 
objective and arranging for the caim- 
pulgn to report to the next meeting 
vu. the synod. 

The Nachoochee institute in north 
Georgia and the North Avenue Girls’ 
school in Atlanta are secondary 
schools already owned and controlled 
by the synod. Agnes Scott college 
for women and Oglethorpe college for 
men ave designated as Presbyterian 
institutions but not directly, con- 
trolled by the gynod. These were 
cited as the nucleus for the proposed 
educational program which it is de- 
cided ‘o undertake. 

The following resolution was adopt- 
ed: “The synod of Georgia, deeply 
mindful of the imperative and im- 
mediate need of more adequate re- 
ligious education for the entire mass 
of our people, would respectfully 
overture th: general assembly to in- 
terest the executive committee of the 
Sunday schoo] and publication de- 
partment to study the entire question 
of week-day religious education in 
connection with the public schools 
nnd the state institutions of higher 
learning, and call this matter to the 
attention of church.” 

Reports showed an increase of 442 
during the year in church societies 
and an increase of $12.960 in money 
raised. Steps. were taken to secure 
permanent conferences grounds and 
report thereon is to be made to the 
next meeting of the svnod.

OFF BURNING SHIP 


Continued from First Page. 
670 miles southwest of San Pedro 
when the fire started. 

Captain H. R. Lester, of the City 
of Honolulu, reported late in the aft- 
ernoon that all were aboard the West 
Faralon. ‘The condition of the City 
of Honolulu was reported as a gi- 
gantic pillar of flame and smoke, and 
was declared by Captain Lester to 
be critical. The West Faralon lay 


a mile away. 
Although 


three other vessels, the 
Matson liner Enterprise, the army 
transport Thomas, and the private 
yucht Casiana, of Edward L. Doheny 
Los Angeles oil magnate, heard the 
distress signals from the City of Hon- 
olulu before the West Faralon did, 
the freighter was only fifty miles 
away When it started to the rescue 
shortly before noon. 
Sea Was Smooth. 

Conditions were favorable both for 
the smal]! boats of the City of Honolu- 
lu to ride safe and for the West 
Farallon to make fast time, and by 
2:45 p. m. the rescuing steamer had 
reached the scene and was beginning 
to take passengers aboard. All had 
reached the deck by 3:40 p. m., mes- 
sages stated. 

Only brief messages had been re- 
ceived early tonight, so it was not 
known under what circumstances the 
passengers and crew escaped from the 
burning vessel. Apparently the sea 
remained smooth all day, for Cap- 
tain H. M. Walk, of the West Fara- 
lon, reported conditions favorable. 

As the West Faralon, a shipping 
board freighter, has only limited ac- 
commodations, ‘it is believed that 
many of those rescued will have to 
remain on her decks until larger ves- 
sels arrive. The West Faralon’s 
registered tonnage is 7,451. She was 
bound from San Francisco for Yoko- 


hama., 
Few From East. 

Less than half a dozen of the pas- 
sengers were from the easfern part of 
the United States. A large number 
were from Honolulu, most of them 
from Los Angeles and other southern 
California points, while the remainder 
came from other parts of the Pacific 
coast. Fifty-six of the passengers 
were in the saloon, the other 16 third- 
class. Thirty-four of the saloon pas- 
sengers wefe women. One woman was 
traveling third class, with a baby girl.

THE pate ENT COURNTT, 
The president of a great railroad 
found himself losing weight, falling 
behind in his work—-as he fondly call- 
ed it—depressed, vaguely alarmed or 
fearful of some impending evil, fag- 
ged out, run down, autointoxicated, 
nervous—oh, *e had a comple‘e. vocab- 
ulary to describe his trouble, mostly 
puppy words.

Editor ‘Constitution : T read with 
much interest your editorial on the 
death of R. H. Spearman, a member 
of the Atlanta fire department, in 
your issue of Wednedday. 

If the beneficent provisions of the 
workmen’s compensation act were ex- 
tended to firemen and policemen it 
would not be necessary for the public 
to be called upon to contribute to a 
fund to provide the necessaries of life 
forthe widow and daughter of this 
unfortunate young mah. The indus- 
trial commission held that policemen 
and firemen were city employees in 
centemplation of the act, but the 
courts in a policeman case decided to 
the contrary, holding that policemen 
are public officers and not employees. 
Most of the courts have classed fire- 
men and policemen as being engaged 
in a governmental funetjon and there- 
fore outside of the provisions of the 
compensation acts. 

In line -with the *decision of the 
court of appeals with reference to po- 
licemen, and various decisions, not 
only in Georgia, but in other states 
with respect to governmental fune- 
tion ofacity, the industrial commis- 
sion recently had to decline compen- 
sation to the bumbie driver of a gar- 
hage cart. This case has now gone to 
the courts and a final decision is 
awaited with interest. 


Hard to Draw Line, 


It has been suggested that as the 
line is very hard to draw between 


| governmental and administrative func- 


tions of a municipality, some case 
Should be carried to the courts with 
a request that the supreme court re- 
view a number of these early decisions 
and recall them so as to more clearly 
define the line between governmental 
and administrative functions. It has 
seemed to a number of people that 
much more stress has been laid upon 
governmental function than is war- 
ranted, ‘This is said in no possible 
criticism of the courts, but if a num-

Court Discussions. 

According to court decisions, a po- 
liceman, fireman, sanitary employee 
or others engaged in governmenta! 
functions can not create a_ liability 
against a city in favor of a third per- 
son; likewise these employees are 
given no claim under the common law 
against the municipality, although the 
accident may arise out of and in the 
course of the employment of such in- 
jured person. In no other way ex- 
cept under the compensation act ean 
they or their dependents be cared for 
The compensation act provides tha‘ 
“Employees shadl include every- per-— 
son, including a minor, in the service 
of another under any contract of 
hire or apprentiveship, written or im 
plied,” etc. This seems to the com- 
mission broad enough to include ev- ’ 
ery employee, but the courts have 
thought differently. Decisions with 
reference to the excinded employees 
were for the most part handed down 
in the earlier stages of the varions 
compensation acts and proved to be 
much more far-reaching than I appre- 
hend the courts thought at the time.

Millions Made. 


In time the formula becomes the 
property of a company whose young 
and altruistic manager desires to re- 
lieve mankind forever from the hu- 
miliation of toil, as he puts it, by 
replacing the workers with robots— 
universal robots, all alike.

EARLY CONFERENCE 


British Commander to 
Urge Powers for. Early 


Peace Parley. ne 


y 


Constantinople, October 12.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Lieutenant- 
, General Sir Charles Harington, British 
commander-in-chief here, will press the 
allied powers for an early convening 
of the peace conference, which he be- 
lieyes will be the most important coun- 
cil of world powers since the Versail- 
les. It is expected that the delibera- 
tions will require from two to three 
months as the: questions for decision 
are of the widest importance, includ- 
ing the vital interests of all of Eu- 
rope, and will likely involve.many mat- 
ters outside the Near East. 

Allied authorities here will oppose 
the selection of Smyrna or Constanti- 
nople for the conference. Major-Gen- 
eral Sir Frederick B. Maurice, discuse- 
ing this subject today, said: 

“It is imperative that a neutral 
city be chosen. Smyrna and Constau= 
tinople are impossible on account of 
the atmosphere of hostility, intrigue 
and racial religious animosities, which 
would surround the delegates. Smyr- 
na, with its background of fire, fam- 
ine and fury, its air poisoned with 
undigested hatreds and the populace 
still delirious from the victories of 
the army, is wholly unsuiteg to at- 
tract the dove of peace. Constantino- 
ple under the occupation of allied 
armies ig no neutral ground. Even 
Italy is inappropriate because Italy 
is a party to the negotiations and ix 
technically one of the adversaries of 
Turkey. 


Many Interested. 


The allied representatives will prob- 
ably suggest Berne, Zurich or Geneva, 
lal of them, cities free from these ob- 
jections and comparatively near at 
and. The conference will yitally in- 
terest all the great nations. Besides 
Great Britain, France, Italy and Ja- 
pan, the gathering will receive the un- 
divided interest of Rumania, Jugo-Sla- 
via, Bulgaria and Russia. 

American interests will center in 
the arrangements for continuation of 
commercial agreements and the so- 
called capitulations, as well as pro- 
tection of the Christian minorities and 
the right of religious and educational! 
missionaries to carry on their work. 
The United States occupies a predom- 
inant position throughout the Near 
East in all educational, humanitarian, 
missionary and relief activities, and 
the security of these institutions with 
their property investments of more than 
$10,000,000 must be guaranteed. 

Perhaps, the most important ques- 
tion before the conference will be that 
of the capitulations, which are treaties 
covering the rights of foreigners in 
Turkey and providing for their govern- 
ment under the laws of their own 
country instead of the Turkish laws, 
and trial by their own consular courts. 

Turk Demands, 

“Our delegates will demand aboll- 
tion of the capitulations,” said Hamid 
Bey, the Kemal representative today, 
“they are humiliating and opposed tu 
the best interests of our people. For- 
eigners thereby occupy a preferential 
position and enjoy privileges denied 
to the Turks. Why continue a sys 
tem that has hampered the legisla- 
tion, justice and finance of the coun- 
try. Is not Turkey now an independ- 
ent country with the full rights of an 
independent nation?” ,

To be dis- 
missed—I who founded the business 
of Lucile, Ltd., and was Lucile.” 

The firm not only summarily dis- 
missed Lady Duff-Gordon a fortnight 
ago from her job as dress designer, 
but is suing her for money which it 
is claimed she owed the firm, she said. 

The firm declined to make a state- 
ment but officials indicate that dif- 
ferences and complications arose 
which Lady Duff-Gordon has not yet 
disclosed. 

Sister of Elinor Glyn. 

The famous modiste is the wife 
of Sir Cosmo Duff-Gordon and the 
sister of Elinor Glyn, the novelist. 
She began designing dresses when a 
child and eventually created a master- 
piece known as the “emotional 
gown” because of its exquisitely ex- 
pressive lines. She is also credited 
with originating the idea of using 
mannequins to display dress models. 

Her first husband left her penni- 
less in 1893 with her little daughter, 
new the Countess of Halsbury.

Iowa’s Open Style. 

Coach Jones promises his famous 
brother everything in the way of the 
open game that the west has to offer. 
His attack probably will consist al- 
most entirely of shifts and passes, al- 
though he will have Captain Gordon 
Locke, his great plunging fullback, at 
hand any time that he elects to try 
the mettle of the Bulldog line. Jones, 
himself a former Yale star end and 
later an assistant coach there, will be 
well equipped to counter the Yale 
offensive. 

Iowa’s offensive is a mixture of the 
old and new in football. Captain 
Locke is used as the pivot for Coach 
Jones’ line-smashing tactics, while his 
ends and halfbacks co-operate with 
the quarter in the open passing and 
shifting game. The open style prob- 
ably will be chiefly in evidence against 
Yale, as Coach Jones has developed 
a system of shifts that he thinks will 
be effective. Although he lost sev- 
en letter men last year, his team bas 
shoavn offensive strength this season.

“Tad Jones was star quarterback 
at Yale in 1905, 1906 and 1907, while 
at the same time Howard was a sub- 
stitute and, competing for his place 
against Tom Shevlin, one of the great 
flank players of all time. The Jones 
brothers both gradtiated from the 
Sheffield scientjfic school of Yale in 
1908, 

Howard coached at Syracuse univer- 
sity in the fall of 1908 and turned 
out an eleven that defeated Michigan 
and hell Princeton to a tie. He he- 
ieame Yale coach in 1909 and with 
Ted Coy as captain, Harvard was 
beaten, 8 to O, and Princeton went 
down, 17 to Q. Yale and Harvard 
played scoreless ties the next two 
years, and then began the era of 
Crimson supremacy in which Yale 
was beaten by Harvard in four suc- 
cessive seasons. 

In 1916, with Ta2 Jones installed 
as Yale’s head coach, and “Cupid” 
Black as eaptain, Yale once more 
turned on both Harvard and Prince- 
ton, defeating the former, 6 to %, and 
the latter, 10 to 0. Since that year 
Yale has not scored a touchdown on 
Harvard.

FARMERS BY LAND 
BANK $13,941,535 


Constitution Bureau, 
Maleigh thovet. 

Washington, Octover 12.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.j—Since tbe 
federal land bank was anized it 
bas loaned to the farmers of Georgia 
through the Columbia’ bank the sum of ' 
$13,941,535, accoruing to a statement 
given Senator William J. Harris to- 
uay by Governor Cooper, of the farm 
loan board, handling matters in the 
southeastern states. There was pend- 
ing in the Columbia bank on Septem- 
ber 30, 1,400 applications amounting 
to $3,822,930, also 744 loans approved 
awaiting closing, amounting to $1,- 
648,465, 

Senator Harris is advised that dur- | 
ing the five months of May, June, 
July, August and September of this 
{year the loans closed for Georgia 
amounted to $2,780,100, averaging 
more than half a million dollars each 
month. 

“So far as the future is concerned. 
especially the immediate future,” said 
Gov. Cooper in advising Senator Har- 
ris, “{ think the volume of business 
will depend on the physical capacity 
of the bank organization and the co- 
operation which the bank may recéive 
from the farm loan associations and 
borrowers. The chief complaint com- 
ing to the board is the delay incident 
to\the closing of a loan.” 

Governor Cooper said he had per- 
sonally investigated a good many of 
these cases and he found as a rule that 
very little delay oecurs in the bank. 
fle said the prinéipal cause of delay 
is in the furnishing of an abstract 
of title and the failure of the applicant 
to promptly supply any information 
which may be requested by the bank 
“Conditions, however, in all respects 
mentioned, I amo glad to say, seem to 

improving,” commented Governor 
per. 

The farm loan system is now end- 
ing about one’ million dollars per day, 
and the officials believe this ratio 
will be maintained until the pressing 
needs of agriculture have been reason- 
ably supplied. Senator Harris arged 
that everything possible be done to 
help the situation.

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& Georgia Needs Diversified 
Farming Plus Intelligent’ 
Marketing, Expert Declares 


Diversified farming plus intelli- 
gent marketing is the solution to 
Georgia’s agricultural crisis, Aaron 
Sapiro, noted California co-operative 
marketing expert, declared in his 
address, before members of the Geor- 
gia Cotton Growers’ Co-operative 
association at the state capitol 
Bhursday morning. 

Mr. Sapiro was introduced by Eu- 

ne Biack, president of the Atlanta 

‘rust company, who stated that the 
farmers of Georgia should have a 
profit out of the products they pro- 
duce and expressed. his unqualified 
confidence in the co-operative market- 
ing program. — 

In speaking on co-operative market- 
ing, Mr. Sapiro stated that more 
than 30 years ago the farmers of 
California were in the same financial 
conditions as the farmers of Geor- 
gia today, and that they commenced 
to study among themselves what 
eculd be done to relieve their de- 
— jon. After inver ‘~ation the Cali- 

rnians fell upon ppish sys- 
tem of co-operative = 
during the past 30 yea. ~ 
of California, he stateu, ~ 
applying the Danish technical rules 
and plans of co-operative marketing 
to Californian and American condi- 
tions and vroblems. 

Mentions California. 

He emphasized the point that Cali- 
furnian towns and cities today are 

rosperous, but not because of their 
om manufacturing centers as they 
‘have practically no emnatastentons 
concerns. He stated that they are 
prosperous because the farmers 
ground these towns and small cities 
gre organized and selling their prod- 
ucts ¢o-operatively and profitably, all 
of which has made California towns. 
as well as farms, progressive and 
prosperous. 

The three forces, he stated, 
solved California’s marketing  prob- 
lems, were the farmers, the mer- 
chants and the bankers. This so- 
lution was brought abgut, he said, 
by the perseverance of the farmers, 
the business experience of the mer- 
chants and the guidance of the bank- 
ers, all ef whom met and worked fo- 
gether for a common cause, namely, 
tnarketing California 
ao that they would be sold orderly 
_acecording to ™ie demand at the places 
of consumption rather than he 
dumped to snecniators

“First. the association must be or- 
ganized around one commodity

“Second, the growers must sign a 
written contract to deliver for a pe- 
riod of years, which should be from 
five to fifteen.

“Fourth, the association must be 
composed of farmers only who grow 
the product. 

“Fifth, the association must be 
legally “incorporated.” 

When the above principles are ob- 
served, he said, the association can 
sell their product co-operatively, and 
stated that “in California a violation 
of a contracf means a written invi- 
tation for a law suit.” He emphasized 
the importance of having a written 
contract. 

In this connection he. mentioned 
the fact that the Bean Growers’ Asso- 
ciation of California, has . recently 
gotten a judgment against the largest 
bean grower in the world for con- 
tract violation in the sum of more 
than $22,000. 

Many Products Launched. 


The speaker declared that co-op- 
erative marketing associations can 
and will handle profitably té the 
growers of Georgia potatoes, pecans, 
and poultry products, just the same | 
as they are marketing apricots, ! 
prunes, raisins, beans and other com- 
modities suceessfully in 
today. He stated that California had 
developed co-operative marketing not 
without making mistakes and that 
the co-operative associations in Cali- 
fornia, successful as they are today, 
were made so after numerots.efforts, 
both successful and unsuccessful. 

Through co-operative marketing, 
the speaker stated that California 
eggs sell today in New York state 
in competition with Long Island eggs 
notwithstanding the high 
charges, and that last year New York

ATTACKED BY PARKS 


Steps to secure legislation at the 
next general assembly session barring 
the People’s National university in 
Atlanta and .other like institutoins 


from operating in Georgia, were be- 
gun Thursday by Dr. M. M. Parks, 
state superintendent of education. 

Dr. Parks gave out a statement 
terming the People’s National univer- 
sity, a correspondence school, which 
maintains headquarters in the Austell 
building, an imposition on the public 
and charged that it is “selling de- 
grees.’ 

The superintendent gave out his 
statement Thursday following a call 
on the president of the university 
Wednesday in company with Professor 
R. E. Wager, head’ of the department 
of education at Emory university, 
and Professor Aldine Pound, state 
high school supervisor. 

“I warn the public against the so- 
called People’s National university 
operating in an office in the Austell 
building in Atlanta,” said Dr. whe pw 
“and offering an imposing array of 
degrees, including the degree of doctor 
of philosophy, the degree of doctor 
of laws,the degree of doctor of di- 
vinity and a dozen others. 

“After investigating, I regard the 
so-called university as a counterfeit 
university, selling degrees to the un- 
sophisticated publicm, and I propose, 
with the aid of the state board of ed- 
ucation, to rid the state of such a 
humbug.” 

In a statement 
Parks’ charges. Dr. 


replying to Dr. 
Jay D. Bradley, 


»president of the university, defended 


the institution, asserting that it has 
violated no law and declared that it 
has a perfect right to award degrees 
after a prescribed course of study 
has been completed by its students. 
He said it was established to afford 
the poor man and woman an oppor- 
tunity to advance their education and 
improve their culture. 

“The value of any degree depends 
entirely upon the standing of the edu- 
eational institution that grants it,” 
he said. “We are content to let the 
public judge of the value of our de- 
grees by .this standard. 

“The criticism of Dr. Parks and the 
state board of education does not dis- 
turb us. The value of correspondence 
courses is well established in this 
country. and while developing this 
phase of our activity, we are planning 
to attract resident students as soon 
as facilities can be provided.”

My letter to Admiral Hollmann was 
due to the excitement aroused, by a 
lecture entitled “Babel and Bible,” de- 
livered by Professor Delitzsch before

Scholarship 
And Religion. 


The first part of the letter, which 
deals primarily with Professor De- 
litzsch’s statements, has been omitted 
from the reproduction: of the letter 
printed below: 

February 15, 1903, 

My Dear Hollmann: 
* * * T should now like to re- 
turn once again to my own 
standpoint regarding the doc- 
trine or view of révelation, os I 
have often set it forth to you, my 
dear Hollmann, and other gentle- 
men. I distinguish between two 
different kinds of revelation; a 
progressive, to a certain extent 
historical revelation, and a pure- 
ly religious one, paving the way 
to the future coming of the Mea- 
siah. 

Of the first, this is to be snid: 
There is not the smallest doubt fn 
my mind that God constantly re- 
veals Himself through the hu- 
man race created by him. He has 
“breathed His breath into man- 
kind,” or, in other words, given 
it a piece of Himself, a soul. He 


Hildegard, above Rudesheim, which I 


follows the developments of the 
human race with a father’s love 
and interest: for the purpose of 
leading it forward and_ benefit- 
ting it. He “reveals” himself in 
some great savant or priest or 
king, whether among the heath- 
ens, Jews or Christians. 


God Revealed 
In Great Men. 


Hammurabi was one of these, 
likewise Moses, Abraham, Shakes- 
peare, Goethe, Kant, Emperor 
William the' Great. These men 
were selected by Him and made 
worthy of His grace; of achiey- 
ing for their people, both in the 
spiritual and the physical do- 
main, splendid and imperishable 
things, in accordance with His 
will. How often did my grand- 
father clearly emphasize that he 
was but an instrument in the 
hand of the Lord. 

The works of great minds are 
gifts of God to the peoples of the 
earth, in order that they may im- 
prove themselves on these modela 
and grope forward, by means of 
them, through the confusion of 
that which is stilJ unexplored 
here below. God has certainly 
revealed Himself in different 
ways to different peoples, accord- 
ing tostheir standing and degree 
of culture, and He is still doing 
it now. For, just as we are 
overcome most by the greatness 
and majesty of the splendor of 
creation when we contemplate it 
and are amazed at the greatness 
of God as revealed therein, so 
also may _We, in contemplating 
whatever is great or splendid in 
the works of a man or a people, 
recognize therein with gratitude 
the splendor of the revelation of 
God. He works directly upon 
us and among us The second 
kind of a revelation, the more 
religious kind, is that which leads 
to the coming of the Lord. It is 
Introduced from Abraham on- 
ward, slowly but with foresight, 
all wise and all knowing; for 
without it mankind would have 
been doomed. 

And now begins the most as- 
tounding influence, the revelation 
of God. The tribe of Abraham, 
and the people descended from it, 
consider the holiest thing of all, 
unescapable in its logical conse- 
quences, the belief in one God. 
This. belief they must have and 
cultivate. Scattered by the cap- 
tivity in Egypt, the separate 
parts are welded together by 
Moses for the second time, and 
still they try to maintain their 
“monotheism.” The direct in- 


tervention of God is what brings . 


regeneration to this people. 
aiser’s 


Theology. . 


And thus it goes through the 
centuries, until the Messiah an- 
nounced and foreshadowed by 
the prophets and psalmists shail 
at last appear. The greatest rev- 
elation of God in the world! For 
He Himself appealed in the body 
of His Son; Christ is God, God 
in human form, He saved us. 
He inspires us; we are led to fol- 
low Him ; we feel His fire burn- 
ing within’ us, His pity strength- 
ens us, His dissatisfaction de- 
Sstroying us, but also His inter- 
cession saving us.. Sure of victory, 
building solely upon His word. 
we go through work, scorn, grief, 
misery and death, for in Him we 
have the revealed word of God, 
and God never lies. : 
_ That is my view of this ques- 
tion. The word, especially for 
us of the Evangelistic faith, has 
become everything on account of 
Luther ; and Delitzsch, as a good 
theologian, should not forget that 
our great Luther taught us to 
sing and believe: “Das wort sie 
sollen lassen stehn.” (The word 
they must allow to stand.) 

It .is self-evident that the Old 
Testament contains a large num- 
ber of parts which are of purely 
human-historical character, and 
not “God’s revealed word.’ 
These are pees historical de- 
scriptions of events of all sorts, 
which occur in the life of the 
people of Israel in the domain of 


politics, religion, morals and spir- 


ithal life. 
For instance the giving out of 
the law on Mount Sinai ean 
be looked upon only symbolically 
as having been inspi by God, 
since Moses had to turn to, a re- 
vival of laws perhaps known of 
old (possibly drawn from the 
code of Hammurabi), in order to 
bring coherence and solidarity to 
the framework of his people, 
which was loose and little capa:
